.City Council Affairs. 
The public of liie City of Victoria entitle! 
fail to commend the stand taken by the City 
Council at their meeting, on Wednesday 
evening, in reference i° tlie Governor's: veto 
of the Tradea' License By-law, as comttiuni- 
Ciiled by the Colonial Secretary. The eon- 
duct of our municipal representatives on that 
occasion was everything that could be de- 
sired. While willing to mako all reasonable 
concession in modifying the By-law ill 
question so as to render il unobjectionable 
in points where fault might perhaps line 
been found ; yet tho Corporation have, at 
the same time, determined to allow no inter- 
ference on the part of the Executive Willi the 
right of 'the people of this city to local sell- 
government. They have resolved, then fore, 
to repsl every attempt lo compel them to take 
the assessment on real estate, made by an 
officer appointed by tho Governor, and adopt 
it as the City Assessment. They also re - 
fuse- to allow the City Assessment, whether 
of Trades' License or of Real Estate,. to be 
cut up by a Court of Revision appointed by 
tho Executive. The affairs of the city they 
contend, und rightly, too, should be kepi 
separate and distinct from those of the 
country at large. Their sole management, 
therefore, must he entrusted to those whom 
the people of the city choose to select lor 
that purpose. This is the object of every 
properly framed act of incorporation. This 
leaves the Executive and legislature at 
liberty the belter lo attend tho general 
business of the colony. The Corpoiation, 
though daily finding out the deficiencies 
of the City Charter— with which, indeed, 
they had no reason to be pleased at the 
very outset, have yet been advised by 
the framer of it, the Attorney General, 
that it gives them the power to raise funds, by 
taxation, for municipal powers, so long as 
they keep within the restrictions imposed 
upon them in that respect. This they have 
under the twenty-fourth section of the Act, 
which, in substance, says tho Council may, 
by a By-law properly passed and confirmed, 
direct in what manner the funds required lor 
municipal purposes shall be raised, provided 
that the rate of assessment shall uot exceed 
one per cont. upon the Government assess- 
ment under the one per cent, tax act j nml 
provided also that no more than half lhe 
umourit required shall be from leasehold or 
freehold property. The balance they are at 
liberty to raise by any system they may think 
proper, so long as they do not lay a tax on 
personal estate or on passengers. By the 
twenty-filth section it is declared, that an As 
aessment Roll shall be prepared by, or on 
behalf of, the Council, between the first of the 
months of January and June. Under sec- 
tion thirty-seven, it is provided that the 
Council may appoint such oflicers as may be 
absolutely required for the conduct of the 
corporato business. Here, then, as they have 
been advised, the Couucil have power to levy 
taxes, to make an Assessment Roll, and to 
appoint an Assessor. They have acted under 
this authority. They have appointed a City 
Assessor; instructions have been given to bim 
to prepare the Assessment Roll; and finally, 
the Corporation have passed two By-laws 
fpecilying the mariner in which funds shall 
be raised — the. one by a tax on leal eslate, 
and the olhcr by Trades Licenses, which has 
been vetoed. Now, what other course can 
the Council take than they have already fol- 
lowed! They have a discretionary power of 
having an Assessment Roll prepared by 
their own servant, or having il prepared 
by tbcGoveroment Assessor. For good reasons 
they have adopted the former alternative. 
Must they recede from the position they have 
taken and which they were entitled to take, 
because the Governor or any of the clique ol 
obstructives who are u hi' ays in lhe way of 
the proper iutcresls of the country, are dis- 
satisfied with it ! Shall they surrender the 
rights of the municipality because they hap- 
pen to clash with the wishes of certain inter- 
ested paities 1 If they do so in this instance, 
they may as well yield up the paltry Act of 
Incorporation altogether. For if the Gover- 
nor may take advantage of his veto power 
to bring enough pressure to boar lo make 
them surrender one ol their privileges in this 
case, he may in another, and there is no 
knowing when it will stop. The conduct of 
the Government throughout the whole affair 
has been shameful. They know well the 
necessity there exists of giving employmenl 
to the many men in our midst who are in 
want of it. They know the difficulty the City 
Council experienced in borrowing money 
under the imperfect Act of Incorporation. 
And when that body, anxius to set men to 
work, asked the Government either to make 
the necessary amendments to the Chatter, or 
put their credit upon a satisfactory footing by 
guaranteeing the £5,000 loau, they chose lhe 
lalter course. But how havo they fulfilled 
the premise then made/ Although tho Cor- 
poration upon the faith of their receiving the 
Government guarantee negotiated tho loiiiii 
Ut out contracts for Corporation work, and 
have given employment to a largo number of 
men, yet up to this the Government have j 
uot fulfilled their promise. Whatever money 
the corporation have got on the loan, and 
that is but little, has been advnneed upon 
the responsibility of the manager of the bank, 
in tho expectation that the Government 
would do as they agreed. Instead of doing 
so however, they are more intent upon wear- 
ing out the Council and inducing ihem la 
come to their terms. The Corporation are 
however in duly bound to maintain lhe rights 
of the City. They must. do whatever lies in 
their power to preserve tho Chatter as Ihcy 
received it, so far as any diminution of the 
privileges of local self-government are con- 
cerned. They may obtain as many amend 
meutB as may be necessary to render the Act 
moie perfect, but they have no right to eon- 
Bent to any that may cause it to be more 
deficient in necessary qualities than it now 
ii. All they have to do is to follow tho mu- 
nicipal precedents of other well-governed 
Bourwies, and which they have been endeav- 
oring to do in iho matter ubovo alluded lo, 
and the public of Victoria will sustain them.

Forcible Entry into a House. 

A young- man, named Charles Cornbloom, 

was churgod by Bailey with forcibly 

entering llio store of Mr. Deities on Fori 
street, and abstracting therefrom certain 
goods' and officii furniture. 

Mr. Bishop appeared for the prosecution, 
and Mr. Green for tlio defence. 

The complainant] having been duly sworn, 
stated that ho had beon in the employ of 
Defries ns clerk, ami thai .Monday evening 
he saw him for Ilia last time, lie hud since 
then remained in possession of tho premises. 
On Tuesday ihe defendant called at the store, 
and said he wanted his samples. Witness 
refined to give up anything in the store. 
On Wednesday last t lie defendant again came 
to tho Store anil said : -'Are you going to lot 
me have my matches 1" lie was referring to 
some cussn of mutches, fot which ho said he 
hud a bill of sale. About \'2:'.H) a. m , when 
witness was returning to tho store, he saw 
tho four cases of matches and the uflice fur- 
niture on drays, being conveysd to Mr. 
Moorhead's store. Jle had subsequently 
caused tho arrest of the defondanl on the 
abova charge. 

Jly the Bench — Witness bad seen no bill 
ol sale until Tuesday afternoon, and then it 
was in Mr. Drake's office, "is salary had 
not been paid by Dairies, in whose employ 
he had been for six weeks. Oniric* had 
given him no order to deliver tho goods 
mentioned in the bill of sale to the defend- 
ant! He had reason to believe that the dOr 
lendant had been aware of the intention of 
Defries to abscond, and that he assisted him 
in his object Witness believed that the 
purpose ill view was to defraud the creditors 
of Defries. 

By Mr. Green — Had u hint given him 
about S p. m. on Monday that Denies might 
abscond. Delries sat down to write somn 
letters ; witness asked him lor his salary, but 
Dcfrien told him that he hadn't ■' a il— d red 
coot. 1 ' He heard Defries shortly after usk 
another person to lend him money to p iy the 
postage of his loiters. Witness had not seen 
the delendnnt ellect a forcible entry into the 
store. There were four cases of matches and 
n package he understood to contain fjoru- 
blootn's samples, besides the furniture, 
in tho store previous. Everything had 
beeu tuken out, except tho counter, when 
he returned. Defries' was a dry guuds busi- 
ness ; he did nothing on commission to wit- 
ness' knowledge. There were no entries in 
the books to that ellect. Tho other goods 
had been removed out oltho store by Harvey 
Brothers on the Monday morning, because 
they had not been paid for according to 
agreement. Defries was accustomed to keep 
his own books. Witness identified Deities' 
handwriting on the bill of sale produced. 

Itobcit lllake, examined by Mr. Bishop, 
slated that on Wednesday morning last Corn- 
bloom came to Defries' store, and demanded 
admittance, which was refused) upon which 
he kicked in the window, then got into the 
store through the opening, mid unbolted the 
door, lie r.est proceeded to tho ollice, forced 
the lock, and took out sundry goods and 
books, which he directed to bo carried away 
by a drayman, who was in attendance for the 
purpose. 

Mr. Green cross examined witness, but 
elicited nothing to shake his direct testimony. 

Charles Morton was the next witness; and 
he proved that at a late hour on Monday 
night Defries and Cornbloom came to the 
store together; that Cornbloom leaned over 
witness in bed to ascertain if he was asleep; 
that Delries said lie wanted to have some 
private conversation with Cornbloom. On 
entering the st.jre. Defries asked for Mr. 
Bailey, and on going into ti e office with 
Cornbloom the conversation was carried on 
in whispers, Defries said you must not let 
him (meaning Mr. Bailey) smell a rat. 
They remained some time in the ollice, and 
on coming out, Defries said " I'll just put on 
the pol," which witness supposed was lor the 
purpose of inducing him to believe that he 
meant to return. As Defries was going 
out, he said—" Mr. Bailey, I'll ho hero early 
in the morning,'' and turning to Cornbloom 

su id '• Mr. Cornbloom, I can't do anything 

further in that matter with you to-night." 

The Court asked Mr. Bishop if he had any 
further cvideuen to adduce lor the prosecu- 
tion, to which the latter replied that he had, 
for the purpose of showing that Mr. Bailey 
was bona Jiil? in possession. The Court said 
it was a case of considerable importance to 
the commercial community, and si,., old be 
thoroughly investigated, and adjourned the 
further healing of the matter till Monday 
next. 

Mr. Gre?n naid in tnat event ho would 
reserve his defence. 

The prisoner was admitted to bail, himself 
in SnOO, and two sureties in 8250 each. 
Bailey was hound over to prosecute in Si'iOO.

ASSENT. 

A mesfage received front His Excellency 
the Governor, announcing his assent to the 
Act to regulate the harbors of Vancouver 
Island, was first read. 

BErOBTS or commit™-:. 

Dr. Trimble, chairman of tl e Select Com- 
mittee on Private Bills, reported the bill to 
define and confirm the terms upon which the 
Victoria Gas Company BhouUI supply gas, 
gas meters, etc., and that the CO mm t ee re- 
commended that certain clauses introduced 
in the bill should be absolutely struck cut. 

Mr. Foster, chairman of tho Committee on 
Standing Orders, reported that they had re 
coived a petition from the agent of the Vic- 
toria Water Works Company, praying for 
permission to withdraw the bill, and that the 
Gommitttc recommend that leave be granted. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Tho Act to define the denominations of 
stamps to be used under the Stamp Act, 
1802, in conformity with the altered currency, 
was read a third time and passed: 

The following were read a second time, and 
passed to committee . — The bill to define the 
scules of fees, &o., to bo adopted in all ports 
of entry in tho Colony other than Victoria 
and Esquimau ; the Land Clauses Consoli- 
dation Act; arid the Railway Clauses Con- 
uolidation Act. 

House in Committee, Mr. Franklin in the 
Chair. 

Tho bill to regulate the scale ol fees in 
Ports of Entry, &c., passed, without comment 
or umendment. 

The Supplemental Bill of Supply passed. 

The Act to declare the validity of tho De- 
bentures issued by the Municipal Council, 
and the mode of enforcing tho payment' of the 
assessments, licenses, lines, and penalties, 
directed to he assessed and levied by the By- 
laws passed by the Municipal Council next 
cume under consideration. 

The lollowing amendments, introduced by 
Dr. Helrnekeu, were carried unanimously : 

Thai the Corporation shall annually pub- 
lish an abstract of the Revenue and K.vpond- 
iture, and shall show the indebtedness (il any) 
and shall cause accounts to be duly audited 
before such publication ; 

Also, that the members of the City Council | 
shall not receive any pay or reward lor their | 
services. I 

Dr. Helmckcn stuted that he should not I 
movu tho other amendment lest they should j 
be rejected in the Legislative Council, and | 
delay thereby entile upon the confirming of 
the guarantee to the loan, His object in 
suggesting that members of the City Council 
be styled Common Coiil'icilmen instead of 
Councillors wus that confusion with the 
members of the upper bouse of the Legisla- 
ture might not occur, 

The bill then passed . 

Tho Act to itohsolidate iu ono Act certain 
provisions usually inserted in acts authorising 
(ho mukink of Railways, passed with oun 
slight amendment. 

Tho Land Chilians Consolidation Act also 
passed without alteration. 

The Committee having roporlod tho above 
bills, tho House was adjourned until luis day

Fatal Accident.— On the night of Wed- 
nesday last, the 17th iust , Messrs. ChLsholm 
and McKenzle, farmers of Cowichan, camped 
nt the base of Cedar Hill on their way to 
this city with a canoe load of Island produce. 
They were subsequently joined by two men 
proceeding to the mines with a canoe loaded 
with provisions, and who also remained that 
night alongside of them. The lollowing 
morning it Ijlow almost n gale with the sea 
running very high, when both canoes started, 
the ono for Victoria, and the other in the di- 
rection ol Fraaer River. Messrs. Chisholni 
and McKenzie, finding it too rouyh to pro- 
ceed, put buck and safely landed. Their 
companions ol the previous evening, how- 
ever, were not so fortunate, as their canoe 
not being able to successfully buttle 
against the waves, was capsized, and we are 
sorry to say both men perished. No assist- 
ance could ho rendered the unfortunate fel- 
lows, as the sea was in such violent commo- 
tion that any attempt on the part of Messrs. 
Chisholni ami Me Iveuzic, would most probably 
have been attended with fatal consequences to 
themselves. One of the men, seemingly tire 
eldest, was apparently about 33 or 35 years 
of age, had red whiskers and moustache cut 
iu the American style, had two massive gold 
rings on his fore linger, and said he hail a 
farm in Texas and two claims in Cariboo; he 
w ent by the name of " Bill." The other was 
a small, dark eomploxioned man, very re- 
served and quiet in his demeanor. Mr. Me- 
Kenzie. who can be found at Mr. Bay ley's 
Bed House Grocery Store on Vates stieot, 
will afford every information iu his power to 
any one who may inquire about the unfortu- 
nate men. 

Tub Bust Offick.— Tho Postmaster, de- 
sirous of conferring all the accommodation 
his present limited space will admit, has in- 
troduced a third window into the front of the 
nfl'icc, which will give the public the con- 
venience on steamer days of two deliveries, 
without being interrupted by the officials rc- 
ceivillg letters for dispatch at the same 
windows they are engaged in delivering at. 
This arrangement will obviate much ol 
the inconvenience which the public have 
heretofore been subjected to, and will great- 
ly facilitate the speedy delivery of letters. 
Until a new ollice is erected by Government, 
we fear nothing forth jr can be done by the 
Postmaster to meet the delay and inconve- 
nience which are felt at present on steamer 
days ; and the public, either by public meet- 
ing or through their representatives, should 
bring such pressure to hear upon the slow 
moving machine which we are compelled to 
call our Government, that a new and sub- 
stantial building may he forthwith com- 
menced, in widen the vastly increased postal 
affairs ol the colony may he cairied out effi- 
ciently. The time has arrived when the 
citizens of Victoria should coma out boldly, 
and demand without further procrastination, 
a new Dost Ollice; and we are not the least 
afraid that, if the demand he acceded to, the 
Postmiistor will introduce every improvement 
the public can possibly desire into its man- 
agement. 

Victoria Tiieathb.' — The performance last 
evening nt the Theatre was very good, the 
comedy of "A New Way to Bay Old Debts" 
affording the members of the company sulli- 
cient scopo to display their histrionic abili- 
ties. Perhaps we should except Mr. Wal- 
dron. as his great powi rs have not room, in 
the character of Sir Giles Overreach, to dij- 
play themselves in those bursts of genuine 
eloquence which distinguish him in Shuk- 
speare's plays. Miss Mitchell acted the part 
of Margaret very pleasingly, and Mr. Cran- 
shaw himself was highly amusing as Marall. 
Trie orchestra, under the direction of Mr. St. 
Clair, played aomo ext. emely fine selections 
of music, which scemod to give much satis- 
faction. The farco of the "Irish Dragoon" 
wound up the proceedings, Cranshaw, as the 
representative of the Hibernian O'rirnirk, 
convulsing tho audience with laughter by the 
ruciness ol his delineation of the role.

The seats have nearly 
all been taken, and wc would advise all those 
who intend being present to secure tickets 
at once, or ihey will afterwards regret their 
procrastination. 

BltBAKlNa into a VVakkiiouse .— A sea- 
man belonging to the frigate Topazc was 
charged helore Mr. Pemhertun yesterday morn- 
ing with breaking into the warehouse of Mr. d. 
T. Little, on Union Wharf. Mr. Little's 
clerk testified that he was aroused shortly 
after midnight by a person knocking at the 
door and trying the windows.

Prince Edward Island, 
No doubt as a Colony wo arcsmall enough, 
and sometimes appear ridiculous enough; 
but we are doubtlul wdicther ever the old 
saying of " a tempest in a teapot" had u more 
appropriate application than one feels 
tempted to insinuate towards our little Col- 
ony-— Prince, Kdward Island. Prom the 
time when the Imperial - Uovornmcnt took 
practical measures to bring about tho settle- 
ment of the Land question, now some two 
years since — the two political parties in tho 
Island have been at swords points. The 
award came in due lime, and the climax was 
supposed by some, to be reached. Not su. 
however! The beginning of the end has 
now appeared, and apparently tho little poli- 
ticians are frightened at the ulmv which 
they themselves have struck. His Excel' 
lency Governor Duudas had summoned the 
Legislature together fur the "despatch of 
business." Timsday last was the day ap- 
pointed lor the gathering. Judging from His 
Excellency's speech on that occasion, which 
has just como lo hand, we should say that all 
the business was •* despatched " by himself. 
At any rate, after- generously thanking the 
Legislative l ouooil for the good they had 
done the country, he quietly told them he did 
not require iheir services any longer, and a 
Council should be elec:ed iu their room. To 
the gentlemen of the Houso of Assembly he 
remarked, that circumstances have prevented 
their deliberations at thu present time, end 
therefore released t ho in all from further at- 
tendance upon him lor the present. 

The reason for the course adopted by his 
Excellency was this: An Elective Legisla- 
tive hill was passed at the last session, and 
transmitted home for Royal assent. The 
Colonial Secretary on its receipt, wrote to 
His Excellency, pointing out a defect in the 
bill. The hitler immediately replied, and as- 
sured His Grace that the defect would be 
remedied ut the nest meeting of the Legisla- 
ture. Nothing having been iieard of the bill 
for some time, it was apparently forgotten ; 
but to the astonishment of all, Government 
included, the defective bill made its appear- 
ance in the Island on Friday last, with the 
Royal assent attached ! As a consequence 
the Legislature was immediately ca'led, and 
immediately dismissed. The public affairs of 
Prince Kdward Island have evidently reached 
a crisis.— Halifax, iV. .S'., Ac. Recorder.

Morris, President Physician of the Halifax 
Visiting Dispensary, states that this sarace- 
nia, a papaveraoerju6 plant, will oure, small- 
pox in all its forms, within twelve hours alter 
the patient hns taken tho decoction, llow- 
ever alarming arid numerous tho eruptions, 
or confluent and frightful thoy may bo, the 
peculiar ncliuii of thu medicine is said to be 
such that very Seldom is u soar left to tell the 
story of tho disease, If either vaccine or 
varioloid matters bo washed with the inlusion 
of the saraeenla, they aro deprived of their 
contagious properties, So mild is the medi- 
cine to the taste, that it may be largely mixed 
with tea and ooffoe.and given to connoisseurs 
in these beverages to drink, without Iheir 
being aware of thu udrnixture. This medi- 
cine has been successtully tried iu the hos- 
pitals of Nova Scotia, and its use will be 
oon tinned."
